Free institutions have been estab- 
lished under every advantage, and. have 
achieved a material, social, and intellectual 
progress wholly without a parallel. If they 
cannot be maintained here in the midst of a 
Protestant population, with a Bible in every 
house, and education as free as air, and in the 
enjoyment of “perfect liberty in religious 
concernments,” then, it may reasonably be be- 
lieved that they cannot be sustained anywhere.
